Deer Sir: 


On May 7, 1948, I visited Round Leake Indien Residential School 
for the purpose of makin: « fire inspection of the building. Upon arrival I 
contacted Mr. J.H. Card, Engineer, who accompenied me through the school. 


It was immediately noticed that the building was very old and 
in poor state of repair, especially in the basement section of the building. 
Because of the building's age and type of construction, if a fire should break 
out in any section of the premises, it would spread very rapidly and would be 
very difficult to control. The furnace room is in « very poor state of repair 
with exposed joists above the heeting plant, improper fuel storage, no enclosures 
to shut off the furnace room from the rest of the building, and e gasoline enrine 
driving on electrie plant, together with storace batteries within a few feet 
of the furnace, It would be very difficult to improve this condition unless a 
complete renovation job was oarried out and I do not believe the rest of the building 
werrents thie expense.

The heater in the men's Sleepine quarters to be serviced by 
an approved chimney, At the present time the smoke pipes 
from the heater pass through the roof of the building, 


evernl new extincuishers have been purchased in the past year 
and a large percentage of same were found to be plued. These 
extin;uishers should either be returned to the manufacturers or 
repeired and left in workin: condition,

Further to oam memorandum of Januery 3lst, you are advised 
That we are in receipt of information from Indian Superintendent 
Kerley with regard to the arrangement of the water supply system 
at the above. 

We have analyzed the data presented in Mr Kerley's 
letter of February 3rd,and it may be summarized es follows. 


There is a “wet well" located at the Lake,a distance of 
approximately 378 feet from a concrete reservoir in the boiler 
room of the school building. An old pump powered by a 24 H.P. 
gasolaine engine pumps water from the “wet well" to the reservoir 
in the boiler room. From the reservoir in the boiler room the water 
is pumped into a pressure tank by another pump which is driven by 
a pulley and belt from the diesel engine connected to the electric 
generator set. Mir Kerley states that this pump is worn out and 
leaks so badly that firther repairs are impossible. 


A new Feirbanks-Morse 1000 g.p.h. pump was recently purchased 
and installed to replace the old unit referred tp. This new pump 
failed to give satisfactoépg service and has been returned to the 
Winnipeg Branch of the Fairbanks-Morse Company. A request from 
Indian Superintendent Kerley for authority to purchase 2500 g.p.h. 
pump was then received by the Indian Affsirs Branch, at which time 
they sought an opinion from this Division. 


Following the above summary, it is our opinion that the 
1000 g.p.h. pump should serve the purpose if properly installed. 
It is therefor recommended that the irbanks-Morse Company be 
requested to supply a self oiling Typhoon pump suitable for belted 
service having a capacity to deliver 1000 ¢ e-hi against 100 lbs. 
per square inch pressure when connected by itable pulley and belt 
to the existing Fairbanks-Morse Type Z self oiling 6-7 H.P. gasoline. 


It is also recommended that the Fairbanks-Morse representatives 
in Winnipeg be requested to direct the installation of this pump and 
put it into satisfactory service.

When I replied to your letter a few days 
ago, i told you that 1 would get the reaction of Mrs. 
Loveys and our Superintendent of Missions to the suggestion 
that no cattle barn be built at the Round Lake School and 
that the herd of cattle be disposed of, I advised you that 
I thought your suggestion was a pretty drastic one and that 
I certainly would not agree to it without consulting Dr. R.J. 
McDonald, the Superintendent of Missions, and Mrs. Loveys. 


To-day I have a reply from Dr. McDonald, in 
which he expresses himself quite decidedly as feeling that 
“the suggestion is altogether too drastic." He feels that 
we would not be justified in trying to feed the children at 
the School, using only powdered milk, - particularly since 
there is such a fine herd available, He says he is not in 
@ position to say whether too many cows are being kept; per- 
haps a reduction in the stock would be justified. However, 
he feels that there certainly should be a sufficient herd 
kept to provide milk for the children of the School 


Dr. McDonald also points out that, as he under- 
stands it, in addition to the instruction given in the School, 
part of the value on the herd lies in the training in farming 
and dairying which it provides, To dispense with the herd would 
be to lose almost altogether the value from this source.of in- 
struction, 


As soon as I have a reply from Mrs, loveys, we 
shall pass the information on. I shall be greatly surprised if 
she expresses herself as favorable to the course suggested in 
your letter.

With reference to the situation at the Round Lake 
Residential School, and the condition of the health of Reverend 
J.A. Card, the Principal, I have to report that s. Loveys 
visited the Round Lake School with me t instant. 
at the school we found that Reverend C 
at Saskatoon under observation as t is 
mental condition. I have today received a telephone 
from his son, Walter, who is temporarily in charge of the 
at the Round Lake Residential School, to the effect that he 
has been informed by telephone from Saskatoon that Mr. Vard's 
illness has been diagnosed as "hardening of the arteries", with 
the result that there seems a possibility that he might be in 
a position to return to his duties at no far distant date. In 
the meantime I understood from Mrs. Loveys that she is endeavouring 
to find someone to act temporarily as Principal at the school until 
Reverend Mr. Card is fit to return to his duties. 


Mrs. Loveys is quite determined to continue to have a number 
of milch cows kept at the Round Lake School, notwithstanding the 
fact that I have tried to convince her that it would be much less 
difficult, from the point of view of the Department, to not build 
a cow barn at the present time, and for the school to purchase the 
necessary milk for the children. She emphasized the fact that the 
school was getting a certain amount of profit out of the surplus 
milk which was being produced by the milch cows, and that this extra 
profit was necessary for the operation of the school. Of course, 
in my opinion, it is for the Department to decide whether or not 
to make this concession in order to improve the financial caditions 
at the school, at the expense of the taxpayer, by buildin 
large enough to house at least 12 head of cows and a 
to the horse barn which I recommended some time 


Mrs. Loveys suggested that a barn be built for the cows without 
a loft. Of course this can be done at considerably ss cost than 
would be the cost of a hip-roofed barn with a loft. 1 milch cows 
at the school are of Holstein breeding, and the >¢ is not kept 
in the building, and , twice a day 
in the cold weather, it would be difficult to keep the cows warm 
enough that their milk supply would not be considerably reduced. 
Holstein cows in full milk do not do well if they are not kept warm in 
the winter. 


I shall await the decision of the Department before taking any 
action to endeavour to find out what would be the cost of a suitable 
barn for 12 milch cows, and a bull, but with a loft, and if we are to 
build a barn for the cows, the same barn should serve f the horses, 

should be made larger, accordingly. I would estimate the cost to 

in the neighbourhood of $10,000.00 at least. This might be reduced 

76,000.00 if the barn is built to house 12 cows, a bull, 6 horses, 
room for some calves and feed, but without a loft.

On my return to the office, I find correspondence regarding 
this school and the suggestion that the barn be not rebuilt and that 
the children be supplied with powdered milk. I have also the comment 
of Mr. Supervisor Ostrander thet there is too large a herd of cattle 
at the Round Lake School. 


As you know, I have a very great regard for Mr. Ostrander 
but I am wondering on what he bases his opinion that the herd is too 
large. It is very well to say that ten cows would be enough to take 
care of the present pupilage but that means that every cow is giving 
milk at the full capacity. Further than this, I think it would be 
a very great mistake to cut out all live stock on a farm situated in 
the Qu'Appelle Valley. As a matter of fatt, horses might be dispensed 
with and tractors installed but I think there should be cattle on that 
farm. 


Quite apart from the opinion of Mrs. Loveys -- which I am sure 
will coincide with my own -- I am writing to say that a small barn to 
house six horses, with harness and feed room at one end, is entirely 
unacceptable. We are looking for, and expecting, the erection of a barn 
thet will house at least a reasonable number of cattle. I would suggest 
fifteen or twenty head, letting any of the other stock run loose. 


I should be very glad to know if there is a possibility of 
your being in Ottawa during the next couple of weeks as I may be able 
to make a trip to discuss this and other matters with you personally.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 26th 
ultimo, File 661-5 (E2), with which was enclosed memorandum 
from the Lands and Development Services re the water supply 
at the Round Lake Indian Residential School. 


When visiting the school yesterday I enquired into 
this and, incidentally, asked the Principal, Reverend J.A. 
Card, why the test was taken, and at whose request. He informed 
me that he knew nothing about a test having been taken, or 
anyone requesting it. 


The Department would naturally assume that the water 
referred to in the test was that being used for drinking and 
cooking at the school, which is not a fact. The bacteriological 
report reads: "Sample of drinking water from a cold water tap 
on first floor of school". There is no water being taken from 
the taps at the school for drinking purposes other than from 
tanks especially placed at the school for drinking purposes, 
and the water in these tanks is obtained from a very fine lively 
spring some distance from the school. It is hauled regularly 
to the school for drinking purposes in a clean receptacle. The 
water from the taps in the bathrooms and other places about the 
school is used for washing purposes only, and comes from a 
seepage well near Round Lake. It has been known for years that 
this water is not fit for drinking or culinary purposes, and 
it has never been used as such unless deliberately by some member 
of the staff of the school who should know better. 


I do not see that any action should be taken in 
connection with this memorandum other than I have already taken 
to ascertain that the staff and the children of the school fully 
understand that they must drink no water with the exception of 


that water which........

The buildings at the Round Lake Indian Residential 
School are badly in need of exterior painting and there is an 
item in the current year's Estimates of $3,250.00 for labour 
and material for this purpose. 


Enclosed is a requisition amounting to $1,842.50 for 
material and labour to paint the main buildings, and the class- 
room building at this school, being based on a quotation given 
by Messrs. Webb and Melanson, of Broadview, Saskatchewan. 


I am submitting the matter to the Department for consider- 
ation, and it will be noted that the amount is not sub-divided 
as between material and labour. I have no doubt that if the 
Department decides to proceed with painting these buildings the 
necessary paint could be purchased by the Purchasing Agent, and 
a painter engaged to perform the labour at somewhat less than 
the amount quoted. However, there is some doubt about the wisdom 
of spending money on painting these buildings unless it is proposed 
that the Round Lake School will continue in operation for a number 
of years. If the school year ending June 30th, 1950, will be the 
end of the operation of the Kound Lake Residential School, then 
I do not recommend the expenditure. However, I would be glad to 
receive the instructions of the Department in this connection 
as to the wisdom of painting at all, and the question of the 
material being purchased by the Purchasing Agent, instead of 
accepting the offer of Messrs. Webb and Melanson for both material

Dear Dr. Dorey: 


On Monday I visited the Round Lake Mission and had an 
interesting talk to the children and a fair visit with the staff theres 
Mr. Card seems to be in just fair health. He does not seem to be able 
to stand very much extra effort. His talking with the Indian Agent 
seems to be a very sore spot. He has not received very much co~ 
operation or assistence from Mr. Curleys The lignting equipment is in 
very poor repair. They have made several attempts to put it in shape 
and each time they will have light for a day or two then unannounced 
darkness. This is not very satisfactory for this type of residence.

It would seem that it would be very helpful if a station 
wacon of some description might be made available for the transport 
of the staff and children when necessery from the Mission to town and 
back again. This station wagon might be put to very good work for the 
church during the summer months. Maybe we could approach the WeM.Se 
to do something in this regard. There seems to be 4 very good spirit 
prevailing amongst the steff and in the school as a wholes

The following is an“armiy messace sent to the Department 
yesterday revzarding a fire at the Round Lake School, which resulted 
in the loss of fourteen cows and estimated damace of $500.00 to the 
barn:

BEAR HE WILL INVESTIGATE AND REPORT FULLY IN A FEW DAYS." 


Enclosed is a cutting from the Leader Post of 
March 16th,1950, with reference to this fire. I have not had lr. 
Kerley's report which might furnish somewhat different information from 
that given in the Leader Post news report. However, I believe that the 
Department should officially teke note and protest one parazraph of this 
newspaper report. The source of information must have been Reverend 
JeA. Card, the Principal of the school. The public,who have to pay 
for our mistakes,are given the impression that Indian Affairs Branch 
wes responsible for supplying a new tractor to the school and that, 
failing to do so, has been the cause of the fire. Mr. Card asked if 
the Department would supply a new trector for his school, and he was 
informed that the purchese of a new tractor wes not the responsibility 
of Indian affairs branch, that such replacements are regular expenses 
of an Indian Xesidential School, for which the school is being paid 
& per capita grant. 
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barn, I do not need to point out to the Department t! 

hizhly improper and unsefe. If a school boy took i+ upon himself 

to drive the tractor into the barn to keep it warm through the nicht, 
I heave no doubt thet it had been a common prectice. Also if a school 
boy was operating the tractor for crushing feed or sawing wood 
without supervision of an adult member of the school steff, thet, 
also, was definitely wrong. 


There is no doubt that « request will be coming from 
Reverend &r. Card for the Department to pay the cost of repairing 
the barn. Unless mr. “erley's report indicates that the newspaper 
report is very inaccurate, I do not think that the public should 
bear the expense of repairing the barn which was built, at the 
expense of the public, only four months ao. 


I wonder if the church authorities will still be quite 
setisfied with the present management et the school, now thet they 
have lost about w4,000 worth of their cattle through what looks 
like mismanagement and neglect.

I Investigated the fire which occurred in the stable at the 
Round Lake Resid@mtial School on March 15th and submit the following reporte 


The fire occurred at 4 P.M. The tractor had bem sawing 
wood end the form manager, Mr. myles Hoggarth, was teking a truck load 
of wood to the school. The tractor was driven by Ronald George, © pupil 
aged 14. He drove the tractor into the barn and shut off the fuel and 
walked to the other end of the bern, he heard it sputter and then saw a 
flash end immediately the straw near the tractor burst into flames. The 
boy ran to the school and got the ferm manager who was in the kitchen, 
and with additional help they put out the fire with extinguishers and water. 
To prevent draft the doors were kept closed, this made it aifficult for 
the firefighters to remain inside for sny length of time. Mr. John 
Swanson who was cutting ice on Round Lake came with his tractor and pulled 
the burning tractor from the barn. When the fire was extinguished it 
was foumi the cattle md suffocated. 


Thirteen cows, one bull, two heifers and four calves died. 
One front tire of the tractor wes burned and both rear tires damaged, 
the magneto was also burned. The damage to the building consisted of 
practically all the electric wiring, the west end of the building , 
ceiling and stells badly scortched, fifty-seven panes of gless 10" x 12" 
were cracked or broken. 


It is probable thet a backfire ignited the straw and the 
heat from this burst the sediment bulb intensifying the flames and 
eventually spreading to the fuel tank which further increased its 
intensity. 


I consider that this wes gross neglect and leck of supervision 
on the part of the school Principal. The tractor should not have been 
kept in the barn as there are other buildings which could have been 
utilized for this purpose. Straw should not have been allowed to accumulate 
around the tractor. While Mr. Card told m the tractor had been used 
twice e week for chopping grain end cutting wood, it would seem timt one 
full day per woek would be sufficient. 


I do not feel that the electric wiring should be re flied Oo 
the building repaired at this time. Unless there is a change i. anagement 
I would recommend that this school be closed. I would further recommend 
thet the cultiveted lend be leased this spring and the day schools built 
as soon as possible. 


Mr. Cord denied giving an interview to any newspaper reparter. 
The only reports were to myself and the R.CoM.P. He emphatically denied 
stating thet he had asked the Indian Affairs Branch for e new tractor. 
The newspaper report wes sent in by Mr. Berl Stetesbury ao the adjecent 
Bird's Point resort who wes formerly an Mditor in Esterhazey.

The above school wee visited on M roh 27rd 
by Indien Agent Kerley, D. G. N. Morrison and mself. 
Mr. Kerley wee moet anxioue thet vieit thie echool 
and note ite general conciti.n. 


The achool is opereted by the %.™.°. of the 
United Church of Canede with Rev. Cera ae princi el. 
There ere only 62 pupiie in attendance. 


The main portion of the school building was 
constructed about 50 yeere #go and adcitione have 
been made since thet tine, #ith igh mone of these 
have been built within the last 30 years. The building 
is of freme construction throughout - and is in very 
poor condition. Externally, numeroue windows ere broken 
out, the roof ses, the wooden shingles on the roof 
ere poor, the concrete work in the foundstiones and 
steps ie cracked and doors to the outside entrances 
to the barement are off their hinges. Internally, 
while fer the moet part the echool seemec clean, meny 
thinge are cut-deted or in poor condition. Ine 
bethroom, off the boys’ dormitory, the floor hae 
been partially removed to facilitate some plumbing 
repairs but hae not been releic. In the boys’ pley- 
room, the water and heat has been shut off ae the 
room could not be kept werm due to broken windowepanes 
and adrefty doors. There were numerous places 
throughout the bullding where the plester wee fallin 
from the wall. 


In all parte of the building, the greet fire 
heazerc is most noticeable. Evidence of a fire having 
sterted in the boller room well can be seen. Only 
extremely prompt action could prevent a catastrophe

in this room. A new boiler has been inetolied 
within the leet yeer or two but the feed door ir 
werped preventing ite locking. Thie ie done by «a 
wooden pole which is propped ageinst the door from 
the woodpile immedistely in front of the boiler. 

The fire escepes (fireman type) are accessible 
through windows. The school ie lighted by a 32 volt 
Delco plant which is housed in a small shed, sowe 

75 feet from the main building. In this building we 
found an uncovered pail of gacoline, beside e stove 
which showed signe of having been burning eerlier 

in the day. A new set of batteries has recently 
been purenesed for this lighting plant. At several 
mlacee in the wiring throughout the building, we = 
where connections had fused. 


The outbuildings with the excention of the 
bern ap ear in ea run-domn condition. The graneries 
are leaning in all directions with doore partially 
off their hinges; the fences ere in poor shape 
and the electric wiree cerrying power to the bern 
and pig pen ere about eix feet above the ground. 


The bern, whieh was conetructed last year, 
was partially destroyed by fire about six weeks ago. 
Th fire originated from a tractor which wae etored 
in the barn in cold weather. About 75% of the 
electric wiring in the barn will have to be replaced, 
but there le very little damage to the barn itself. 
Tnie building is in good condition. Fire extinguisherr 
from the echool were used to extinguish the fire in 
the bern. They were teken to Whitewood to be recharged. 
Although they hed been ready for 2 or 3 Gaye, no one 
from the school hed taken them out. 


The fire hazerd at thie school should be 
definitely checked by a fire inspector, ae I am of 
the opinion the building is unsafe. From the ave 
and the general run-down condition of the school, 
would appeser quite reasonable that the school be 
closed immediately. 7 

The only redeeming festure of the echool is 
ite location. The buildinge ere ona 8 elif on the 
north eide overlooking Round Lake, which ie epprox- 
imately 300 feet distant. The land slopes gradually 
down to the leke affording excellent drainage.

It might, however, ease 
matters for the church concerned if action as proposed 
were deferred until the close of the current school 
year. 


Mr. Ae E. Dewar, M.P., in whose constituency 
this school is situated, is aware of the conditions 
referred to and I should like to suggest that his views 
on the action proposed be obtained before a letter is 
forwarded to Doctor Dorey.

The dilapidated condition of the build- 
ings generally. 
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The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
report cevers the circumstances which recently re- 
sulted in the second fire at this school, Pertinent 
extracts are as follows: 


"Subject stated that on a recent visit 
to the school he had noted an open container part 
full of hi-test gasoline sitting on the floor of 
a store room and in the adjacent room Indian child- 
ren were doing the laundry. He advised that it was 
a well known fact that the Indian boys smoked when- 
ever the opportunity afforded itself. He added that 
the basement of the school was littered with trash 
and inflammable material, consisting of part full 
cans of paint, rags, etc., which had accumulated in 
the basement over a period of years. Informant also 
stated that the last 20 or 30 Indian children to 
arrive at the school had never participated in fire 
drill at the time of his visit." 


"In interviewing HOGGARTH it appeared that 
this man did not understand the workings of a tractor 
and had very little mechanical experience and it is 
thought quite possible that the engine was leaking 
gas from the sediment bowl and that HOGGARTH did not 
notice it."

"The engineer in charge of the Residence 
steam plant it was learned had been promoted to the 
job from that of boys supervisor and has no prior 
knowledge of steam firing. 


"In view of the age of this building, it 
is considered very unsafe to have one unskilled in 
Steam Engineering in charge of the heating plant due 
to the fact of the possibility of fires and the fact 
that some 80 children reside in the building." 


After reading these reports, I called 
the Superintendent of Education in for a further discussion 
and it was decided that this school should be closed immed- 
jately. 
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We realize that the building is old 
and in need of replacement, but there can be no excuse 
for the present careless management which has already 
resulted in two fires and which could so easily result 
in the destruction of the main building. It is felt 
that the department would be remiss in its duty if it 
failed to safeguard the lives of the staff and the 60 
odd Indian children at this school. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
advise the principal and the staff of the Round Lake 
Residential School that arrangements are to be made 
to have all the Indian children at this school returned 
to their homes as soon as possible. in the meantime,

We have asked Doctor Dorey to name one of his 
officials to serve on this Committee, to which the 
branch will appoint a member of the staff of the 
Education Division. We are also requesting the Depart- 
ment of Education of Saskatchewan to appoint a member.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of May 9th wherein you set forth certain proposals relating 
to the Round Lake Indian Residential School. 


For your information would say that for some 
time pnst I have been rather concerned with the particular 
problem that the operation of this school has presented. As 
stated in your letter, I have been fully aware of the poor 
management in evidence. 


My first comment would be that in view of the 
fact that the school term is almost completed and also the fact 
that the weather is much warmer, which would naturally necesri- 
tate lesn heating of the building, I believe it would be wise 
to work out some scheme whereby school could be kept open until 
the end of June. The way thie could be done would be to 
appoint e night watchman full time for the next two months and 
then we would be sure that no fire or calamity would befall the 
inmates. Should this proposal be received kindly, I would at 
thie time recommend Thomas Miskiman of Broadview, whom your 
Agent in thet area could contact and put to work for this particu- 
lar job. 


I am quite in accord with your views as express- 
ed regarding the appointment of an educational survey committee 
to review the facts at hand in regard to this school. My own 
views of course are that as soon as conveniently possible that 
4t ie wise to do away with all residential schools and get down 
to a day school basis. In the experience that I have had and 
advice from those working closely with Indians, I am inclined 
to believe that day schools are one of the basic eolutions to 
the Indian problem. I quite agree that many more isolated areas 
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require the residential type of school but for general pur- 
poses, I cannot too strongly urge the doing away with of resi- 
dential schools. 


In consideration of the foregoing therefore, I 
would suggest that no time be lost in getting your board estab- 
lished and a decision arrived at. Should the committee decide 
in favour of the day schools, these will have to be built some 
time during the summer. So that the children do not have to 
suffer, all haste is necessary to get thts project started. 


Trusting that these observations are of service 
and assuring you of my continued interest,

The above school was visited on March 23rd by 
Indian Agent Kerley, D. G. N. Morrison and myself. Mr. Kerley 
was most anxious that we visit thie school and note its 
general condition. 


The school is operated by the W.M.S. of the United 
Chureh of Canada with Rev. Card as principal. There are only 
62 pupils in attendance, 


The main portion of the school building was 
constructed about 50 years ago and additions have been made since 
that time, although mone of these have been built within the 
last 30 years. The building is of frame construction throughout - 
and ie in wry poor condition, Externally, numerous windows are 
broken out, the roof sage, the wooden shingles on the roof are 
poor, the concrete wuik in the foundations and steps is cracked 
and doors to the outside entrances to the basement are off their 
hinges. Ipternally, while for the most part the school seemd 
clean, many things are out-dated or in poor condition. Ine 
bathroom, off the boys’ dormitory, the floor has been partially 
removed to facilitate some plumbing repairs but has not been 
releid. In the boys’ playroom, the water and heat has been 
shut off as the room could not be kept warm due to broken window- 
panes and drafty doors. There were numerous places throughout 
the building where the plaster was falling from the wall. 


Im all perts of the building, the great fire 
hazerd is most noticealle. Evidence of a fire having started in 
the boiler room wall cap be seen. Only extremly prompt action 
eould prevent a catastrophe in this room, A new boiler has 
been installed within the last year or two but the feed door is 
warped preventing its locking. This is done by a wooden pole 
whieh is propped against the door from the woodpile immediately 
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in front of the boiler. The fire escapes (fireman type) are 
acoessible through windows. The school is lighted by a 32 wolt 
Deleo plant which is housed in & mall shed, some 75 feet from 
the main building. Im this building we found an uncovered 

pail of gasoline, beside a stove which showed signs of having 
been burning earlier in the day. A new eet of batteries has 
recently been purchased for this lighting plant. At several 
places in the wiring throughout the building, we saw where 
connections had fused. 


The outbuildings with the exception of the barn 
appear in a run-down condition. ‘The granaries are leaning in 
all directions with doors partially off their hinges; the 
fences are in poor shape, and the electric wires carrying power 
to the barn and pig pen are about six feet above the ground, 


The barn, which was constructed last year, was 
partially destroyed by fire about six weeks ago. The fire 
originated from a tractor which was stored in the barn in cold 
weather. About 75% of the electric wiring in the barn will have 
to be replaced, but there is very little damage to the barn 
iteelf. This building is in good condition. Fire extinguishers 
from the gehool were used to extinguish the fire in the barn. 
They were taken to Whitewood to be recharged. Although they 
had been ready for 2 or 3 days, no one from the school had 
taken them out. 


The fire hazard at this school should be defin- 
itely checked by a fire inspector, as I eam of the opinion the 
building is unsafe. From the age and the general run-down 
condition of the school, it would appear quite reasonable that 
the school be closed immediately. 


The only redeeming feature of the school is 
ite lecation. The buildings are on «6 shelf on the north side 
overlooking Round Lake, which is approximately 300 feet distant. 
The land slopes gradually down to the lake affording 
exeellent drainage.

Your correspondence regarding the Indian Residential School 
at Round Lake has been received and the Woman's Missionary Society 
is very disturbed that the closing of this School should be consid- 
ered almost immediately. 


We have known that the health of our principal has been 
poor but it was impossible for us to get a medical report which 
would say that he should not continue his work and at no time has 
the Department definitely told us that a change should be made, 
until I had a conversation on the telephone with Mr. Ostrander, 
when I was in Regine in Februarye We took action immediately and 
told Mr. Card that his services woulc terminate on June 30th. 


As far as the condition of the School is concerned, you 
may recall that we have been requesting a new Schoolfor 15 years, 
knowing that the present one wes in poor condition. While no 
steps were taken toward building, we always received encouragement 
and we were definitely told that the building of the Round Lake 
School was high on the list of new buildings. 


While we have accepted responsibility for the staff and 
wa know the condition of Mre Card's health, we understood that the

"In view of the age of this building, it 
is considered very unsafe to have one unskilled in 
Steam Engineering in charge of the heating plant due 
to the fact of the possibility of fires and the fact 
that some 80 children reside in the building." 


After reading these reports, I called 
the Superintendent of Education in for a further discussion 
and it was decided that this school should be closed immed- 
iately. 
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We realize that the building is old 
and in need of replacement, but there can be no excuse 
for the present careless management which has already 
resulted in two fires and which could so easily result 
in the destruction of the main building. It is felt 
that the department would be remiss in its duty if it 
failed to safeguard the lives of the staff and the 60 
odd Indian children at this school. 


It would be appreciated if you would 
advise the principal and the staff of the Round Lake 
Residential School that arrangements are to be made 
to have all the Indian children at this school returned 
to their homes as soon 4s possible. in the meantime, 
it is our intention to establish an educational survey 
committee to review the facts we have already obtained 
concerning the possibility of replacing this residential 
school with day schools and to report to the department 
as to the type of educational facilities which should be 
provided for the Indian children presently served by the 
Round Lake Residential School. 


Would you kindly advise me by the 15th 
of May, if possible, as to the name of one of your offi- 
cials who could serve on this committee? It is our in- 
tention to appoint one of the officials of the Education 
Division to this committee and to request the Department 
of Education in Saskatchewan to appoint a third member.

Before moving 
in the matter, however, I am forwarding herewith a 
draft of a letter to Reverend Doctor Dorey, Secretary 
of the Board of Home Missions, of the United Church 
of Canada, advising him of the action the department 
considers should be taken in the circumstances and 
would appreciate your instructions in this regard. 


The branch takes the position that it 
would be unwise to permit a situation such as exists 
at this school, to continue. It might, however, ease 
matters for the church concerned if action as proposed 
were deferred until the close of the current school 
year. 


Mr. A. E. Dewar, M.P., in whose constituency 
this school is situated, is aware of the conditions 
referred to and I should like to suggest that his views 
on the action proposed be obtained before a letter is 
forwarded to Doctor Dorey.

I am advised thet officials of the Education 
Division of the Indian Affaire Branch have made you 
ecquainted with conditione now existing at the sbove 
school. It is our intention to write to Dr. George 
Dorey, D.D., Secretary of the Boerd of Home Vissions 
of the lnited Chureh of Canede and to drew his attention 
to the uneatiefectory conditions which exist due to 
poor management on the pert of the Principal and an 
inefficient staff.

Re: Round Lake Indian Nesidential School, 


The above school was visited on March 23rd by 
Indian Agent Kerley, ». GO. N. Morrison and myself. Mr. Kerley 
was most anxious that we visit this school and note its 
general condition, 


The school is operated by the .M.5. of the United 
Chureh of Canada with Kev, Card as principal, There are only 
62 pupils in attendance, 


The main portion of the school building was 
constructed about 50 years ago and additions have been made since 
that time, although none of these have been built within the 
last 30 years. The building is of frame construction throughout - 
and is in very poor condition. fxternally, numerous windows are 
broken out, the roof sags, the wooden shingles on the roof are 
poor, the concrete work in the foundations and steps is cracked 
and doors to the outside entrances to the basement are off their 
hinges, Internally, while for the most part the school seemed 
clean, many things are out-dated or in poor condition. In a 
bathroom, off the boys’ dormitory, the floor has been partially 
removed to facilitate som plumbing repairs but has not been 
relaid. In the boys' pleyroam, the water and heat has been 
shut off as the roan could not be kept warm due to broken window- 
panes and drefty doors. There were numerous places throughout 
the building where the plaster was falling from the wall. 


In all parte of the building, the great fire 
hagerd is most noticealle. Evidence of a fire having started in 
the boiler room wall can be seen, Only extremly prompt action 
could prevent a catastrophe in this room, A new boiler has 
been installed within the last year or two but the feed door is 
warped preventing ite locking, This is dome by a wooden pole 
which is propped against the door from the woodpile immediately 
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in front of the boiler. The fire escapes (fireman type) are 
accessible through windows. The school is lighted by a 32 wit 
Deleo plant which is housed in a giell shed, som 75 feet from 
the main building. In this building we found an uncovered 

pail of gasoline, beside a stove which showed signs of having 
peen burning earlier in the day. A new set of batteries has 
recently been purehased for this lighting plant. At severel 
places in the wiring throughout the building, we saw where 
connections had fused. 


The outbuildings with the exception of the barn 
appar in « run-down condition, The granaries are leaning in 
all directions with doors partially off their hinges; the 
fences are in poor »hape, and the electric wires carrying power 
to the barn and pig pen are about six feet above the ground, 


The barn, which was constructed last year, was 
partially destroyed by fire ebout six weeks ago. ‘The fire 
originated from a tractor which was stored in the barn in cold 
weather, About 75% of the electric wiring in the barn will have 
te be replaced, but there is very little damage to the barn 
iteelf. Thies building is in good condition, Fire extinguishers 
from the echool were used to extinguish the fire in the barn. 
They were taken to Whitewood to be recharged. Although they 
had been ready for 2 or 3 days, no one from the school had 
teken ther. out, 


Yhe fire hazard at thie school should be defin- 
itely cheeked by # fire inspector, as I am of the opinion the 
building is unsafe. From the age and the general run- down 
condition of the school, it would appear quite reasonable that 
the school be closed imedictely. 


The only redeeming feature of the school is 
ite location, ‘The buildings are on a shelf on the north side 
overlooking tound Lake, which is approximately 300 feet distant. 
The land slopes gredually down to the lake affording 
excellent drainage.

time of my visit. I am told that the number of cows milking 


is never permitted to be less than ten. 
FARM AND GARDEN: 


The farm stock consists of about 50 head 
of cattle, 16 horses, 52 pigs and a large flock of poultry. 
They had 150 acres in wheat which yielded 1500 bushels, 50 
acres Of oats, yielded 1500 bushels and 35 acres 
yielded 600 bushels. They had a large garden 
Over 500 bushels of potatoes and an ample of supply of 
vegetables for their requirements. This school is well managed, 


and the pupils are well cared for.

The Department is in receipt of Inspector Horning's 
report on his visit to the Round Lake Residential School on 
the first instant. 


The Inspector reports very favourably on the work 
that is being done in the senior room but comments on the 
junior room, as follows:- 


"Regarding the methods used in the junior room, 
I am unable to say what they were, but, judging from 
the exercise books and examination made of the work, 
I should at least suspect that there was little method, 
The junior room gave evidence of a lack of organized 
work; a large part of the classes were without exercise 
books and only a few of those who had them were showing 
any signs of advancement. This room is making very 
little progress under the present arrangement and is, 
in my opinion, urgently in need of a fully qualified 
and experienced teacher." 


The Inspector states that the junior teacher is 
nineteen years of age, has a Second non-professional and no 
Normal training. 


I feel thet you will agree with me that it is most 
important that there should be a fully qualified teacher in 
the Junior room and I trust that you will take the necessary 
steps to effect an improvement in this classroom, 


The Inspector recommended a supply of primary 
material, also, certain books and maps. These are being 
ordered from the Government Stationery Office.

Report of Inspection on Round Lake Residential School. 


Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I visited this school on December 
17th., last, and made a general inspection of buildings 
and premises. The school is under the auspices of the 
United Church, with the Rev. R. J. Ross in charge as 
Principal, His staff is comprised of Mrs. Heron, 
Matron, Mre. Ross and Miss Murray, teachers, Miss Jury, 
cook, Mise Rowan, seamstress, Miss Ewen, laundress, and 
David Bushnell, farmer. There are 75 pupils enrolled, 
35 boys and 40 girls, which is the limit for which 
accommodation is provided. I was present at the 
midday meal, and noted that an ample supply of wholesome 
food was provided. I visited both classrooms, and 
found the pupils comfortably clad and presenting 4 
healthy appearance. Mre. Ross continues to teach in 
the senior classroom and appears to be a competent 
teacher. Mises Murray, who has charge of the junior 
classroom, impresses me as being well qualified for 
the position, and is the most successful teacher they 


have had in this room for some time.

BUILDINGS. 

The school building has already been 
reported on very fully, and there is no change in the 
main features. The laundry is very cramped for space, 
and a lack of convenience for drying the clothes still 
exists. The roots and vegetables are stored in the 
same place in this building, and although muthority was 
granted to build an outside root house, and the Principal 
has been urged from time to time to proceed with the 
work, this root house has not yet been built. The 
Principal states that he could not get around to it, 
owing to pressure of work, and the illness of his 
assistant. During the past summer the facilities for 
fire protection have been greatly added to. The piping 
in the pole escapes has been replaced with a larger size, 
and the windows forming the exits have been equipped with 
hooks which can be easily opened. Four 5-gallon pump 
extinguishers have been supplied. A soft water tank in 
the basement is being utilized for water storage, and 
the water is pumped to this with a windmill, which appears 
to be giving excellent service. A 1000-gallon pressure 
tank has been twinned up with the 500-gallon tank which 
is part of the old equipment, and this makes it possible 
to utilize the water system through the standpipe which 
has also been installed. This equipment is new and 
in excellent condition. The new portion of the school 
building has been re-decorated, and the plaster is in 
good shape. In the old portion the plaster is broken 
and the floors are old and this part is very hard to 
heat. I found the school in a cleanly condition 


throughout. I was better satisfied in this connection 


than I have been on the occasion Of former visits.

The exteriors of both the class room and the main 
building require re-painting. Since my last visit a 
new barm, 32 x 70, has been built. This barn is not 
large enough for all their young stock, and 16 cattle 
were running outside. I would suggest that a leanto 
shed would provide satisfactory accommodation for the 
youhg stock. The old stone stables are still standing, 
and are being used to accommodate the hogs. These old 
buildings do not add to the appearance of the place, 
which would be much improved if they were torn down 

and a suitable piggery provided. They have a small 
poultry house, 16 x 16, which provides accommodation for 
fifty hens. They should have at least three times this 


number of poultry at a school of this size. 


FARM STOCK. 

The farm stock consists of 12 horses, 
51 cattle and 70 hogs, 13 of which are purebred. They 
were milking eight cows, only three of which were giving 
any quantity, and the milk supply is not adequate to 
provide the children with all they care to drink. The 
farm stock provides practically all the meat requirements 


of the institution. 


FARM. 

Their crop sown comprised 60 acres of 
wheat, which yielded 1500 bushels, 60 acres of oats, 
yielding 2500 bushels, 40 acres barley, yielding 1000 
bushels, and 36 acres of rye, with a yield of 700 bushels. 
Their garden provided plenty of carrots and turnips, 
but the yield of potatoes was very unsatisfactory. They 


-only got- 
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Soa of Inspection at Round Lake Residential School. 
They only get 250 bushels from four acres, which is not 
half enough for their requirements. 

The school premises have been cleaned up 
and were in a more tidy condition than I have ever found 
them on previous occasions. It appears to me that an 
improvement has taken place in the staff, and conditions 
are more satisfactory.

I wish tc inform you that I inepected the Round Lake 
Indien Residential School on December Srd aud am pleased to report 
that I found this Institution in better shape than ever before. 


as you know, this Institution has been built up from 
practicelly nothing, simply by edding on something here snd there. 
The seme applies more or less to the outside buildings. I found 
everything in good order and all buildings painted, and I was 
informed thet the Department had furnished the material and the Steff 
head performed the labour. The machinery in the leundry, the boiler, 
the lighting pleat, end the battery were ell in first clase condition. 
The only thing I found thet required renewing was the eavestroughiag. 
This has been on the building for years and the snow and frost have 
hed the effect that it will have to be renewed next Summer. The tables 
and the benches in the dining room ere also past repairing and the 
Principal informed me thet if he were supplied with material to build 
new tables and benches the School would perform the lebour. ‘The bill 
of material will be forwarded leter on. 


Cattle They heve 65 heed of Holstein cattle. There were 100 head 
when Mr. Huston took cherge but they ere now reduced to 65 and it is 
his intention to gredualiy work into e Shorthorn herd and get rid 
of the Holeteias. He else intends to further reduce the herd to about 
40 or 50. I think this ie « step in the right direction. They elso 
heave 15 horses which 1 consider that they do not lubed = ee 
because they heve « trector to do the form work, and the Principel 
informed me thet he would get rid of some of the useless horses he hes 
there. 


The crop was poor last Summer on account of drouth and the 
Principal has had to buy potetoes and other vegetables because the 
amount zrown at the school was not sufficient to carry them througa 
the year. 


fhe water used et the Schovl is taken from Round lake, just 
adjacent to it, but the water used for drinking, etc. is hauled from 4 


spring about 1} miles....+eeess

I visited the children in the two classrooms and was in 
the dining room when they were having their supper. I also took 
down « statement from the Principal and the Metron as to whet tie 
children are being fed at the different meals.

There were 77 children ia residence 
when I was there. 


The Steff consists of Me. Huston the Principal, two other 
men, and seven ledies, two of which ere teachers. from my observations 
I would say they have ea good competent Staff at the School and good 
work is being carried on at this Institution.

The Rev. Mr. McKay has renewed his application for 
a piece of land near his school, and I should be glad 
if your Company would agree to an exchange for land 
elsewhere then that included within O'Soup's Reserve, 
as the Department is powerless to deal with the land 
referred to, owing to the refusal of the Indians to 
surrender it. Looking at it from their point of view, 
they see no benefit to be derived from the exchange,af 
the property which the Department would receive in lieu 
of that given up at Oak Shela would be given to the In- 
dustrial School at Round Lake. 

I learn from the Department of the Interior that 
some 10 acres of the Reserve at Oak Shela were appro- 


priated by the Company for right of way. This, I am 
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am further informed, does not include Station ground. 
If the Company's Oak Shela Station is situated on 
the $.W.1/4 of Sec. 3, Tp. 17, Re 6, Woof the 2nd P.M., 
as I am told it is, some arrengement will have to be 
made with the Indians to surrender whatever land is ab- 
solutely necessary for Station grounds, and the Indians 


compensated for same. If the Station is not situated 


on the S.W. 1A of Sec. 3, but on another portion of the 


Crooked Lake Reserve, the same arrangement will have to 
be made with the Indians in order to secure to your Com- 
pany a proper title.

I have your letter of the 27th 
ultimo, with reference to a site for the 
proposed new church for the United Chareh 
In@ians, near Round Leake, Sask. On second 
thoughts, the Department believes this 
question is closely related to the future 
of the Round Lake Indian Residential School. 
If the educational institution is to be 
continued indefinitely, I can see no objec- 
tion to a site on the school property. On 
the other hand, if the school were closed, 
there would remain but the evangelical work 
in which your Society would be interested. 
In that event, you might find it better to 
have your missionary living on a site more 
central to the Indians to be served.

I may say that the matter of taxes on this 
land, rather than the purchase price, is Mr. Rose! concern 
at the present time. As mentioned in his letter, he hopes 
that the Department will reimburse the school for the cost 
of this land, at a later and more convenient date, but he 
is particularly desiring that the Department take over the 
land nominally at once in order that taxes will not have to 
be paid thereon. 


No doubt the land will prove of great benefit 
to the school, on account of the pasture and spring which it 
contains and the fact that the distance to Stockholm, by road, 
will be considerably reduced by crossing this land. The arable 
land contained therein will be of some use to the. school for 
grain-growing as it is particularly good land. 

If it is possible to have the transfer of this 
land made as requested I would recommend that it be done. I have 
not had a case of this kind to deal with and I am not aware that 
it ie possible to make the transfer, tut I informed Mr. Ross that 
I would sutmit the case to the Department for consideration.

Dear Mr. Beaton: 


It is more than a year ago thet Mr. Alex Belanger asked 
me if he could put his children in Bound Lake School. As Mr. 
Belanger is a Catholic, I referred him to the Indian Agent. 
The Agent later informed me he had received the request, that 
he had informed Mr. Belanger that he would require to sign an 
affidavit agreeing to have his children brought up in the 
Protestant faith and that he was giving him a good long time 
to consider the matter before giving him the opportunity even 
of taking that step. 


At some time during the winter the affidavit was signed 
and forwarded to Ottawa for approval. The oldest child was 
sent to us by the mother about a month ago and has been here 
since, A recent letter from the Agent informs me that the 
Department has ordered that these children must atvend a 
Catholic school. 


A number of Indians gathered on Friday near the school to 
be with their children during the holiday and to teke part in 
the communion service which was held here yesterday. With 
these Protestant Indians came Mrs, Belanger and she requested 
that I baptise her three months old child. 


I asked as to her past. She informed me thet she was 
born st Hamsack and had been baptised in her infancy by Kev. 
Mr. Mawhinney. She had received her education at File Hills 
school. She had joined the Catholic church when she married 
and had had her four children baptised »b the priest. Bust 
But as neither She nor HéY husband wished to have their 
children trained in a Catholie school, she had decided to come 
back to her own church. 


When I told her what the Department ordered, she asked 
if she could have all her children baptised, 5o we baptised 
all five last night. 


Her husband is at pr-sent serving a term in jeil charged 
with non-support of his family. 


On no occasion have I ever used any influence to induce 
these people to change their religion.

Belanger, I beg to say that the Reverend Principal of the 
Round Lake Residential School has been keeping the two 
oldest of these children in his school since the holidays, 
although instructed by me, in my letter of the 4th April, 
to return them to their homes. On my next visit to the 
school, after these instructions were issued, I found the 
children still at the school and when I enquired into 
the matter the Principal informed me that his church 
authorities were making arrangements about them. 


The Principal now informs me that he has 
had a communication from his church authorities to the 
effect that if the father joins the United Cimrch it will 
be in order for the children to be sent to the Round Lake 
School. Belanger has not yet joined the United Church 
but has signed some kind of an acknowledgement which 
the Reverend Principal has forwarded to the Church authori- 
ties for further action. I have not seen this documant. 


I may say that Belanger ie now out of gaol, 
having recently completed his sentence, hae been working 
for a white farmer near the reserve and assisting his 
family as far as possible from wages earned, wt I am having 
some difficulty keeping the husband and wife from separating 
as the wife has now become stubborn and refuses to live with 
the husband any longer. They are still both determined to 
have the children admitted to the Round Lake School, if any.

Dear Mr. Ostrander:- 

Mr. Alex Belanger returned last night and 
recounted a conversation he had with the Priest at Cowessess 
School. He told the Priest that he and his family were Protestant 
and that his childrenwould be Protestant when they left school 
if they were forced into his school. He asked that his children 
be not taught the Catholic Religion. In comparing the educational 
advantages of the two institutions he said you had only to see the 
children together to decide which was giving the better education. 
He instanced the case of a little girl named Tanner aged 13 years 
and whose father asked him to find out from her the time of day. 
She could not tell the time of day although she had been 6 years 
in scY§ool. When the priest hinted that influence had been brought 
to bear upon him to become Protestant, I'r. Belanger at once 
corrected him, and told him that since his boy was two years old he 
had been planning to have him educated at Round Lake. 


Mr. Belanger says he intends to fight the case. 
He seems to have the sympathy of the Indians, even of the Catholic 
Indians. If the case goes to court, he will have the sympathy of 
the public. My own opinion is that he is right in his contention 
and that he will likely win out in the long run, I therefore 
strongly advise the Department to drop the case at this stage. 

The case of the other Indians to whom you 
referred yesterday is entirely different. In fact, they have no 
case. My chief interest is in seeing that this Indian gets fair 
play.

I myself as a 
chilé was first admitted to the Crooked lake School, but was 
transfered to the Round Lake school and I have never had any 
intention to let any of my own children enter into the 
Catholic School end it was certainly a big mistake that my 
wife made in letting my two little ones go there, of course 
she never had anything to do with Catholic religion or was 
never in their church or knew about their beliefs, so that 
I do not blame her for putting them there. When Rev. Ross 
told her that the Round “ake School was full, I was out 
working at the time and she must have run short of food, 
and I understand that Mr. Ostrander the Indian agent would 
not help her at the time. She thought that one Industrial 
School was just the same as another, I had the experiance 
of being in both schools so that I will go to any means in 
getting my little ones educated in the Round Lake school 
or any other but a Catholic school.

Our funds are so limited this year that it 
1s found impossible to favourably consider allowing tuition 
grants for pupils who wish to attend high school for the 
first time. As you are probably aware, if this girl was 
transferred to the Brandon School in order to permit her to 
take high school work, there would be considereble additional 
expense, over and above your per capita allowance. This 
amount would increase as her education advanced. There is 
the addition 1 fact that, even though Indian girls are given 
higher education, our exnerience shows that it is extremely 
difficult for them to obtain positions as a resuit of their 
educational aualifications. I regret that favourable con- 
sideration cannot be given to your application regarding 
Bella MeKay, but I feel you will realize that she has been 
treated in the same menner as many other applicants throughout 
the Dominion. 


Mre. Ross has decided to teach in our 
Walpole Island Day School during the coming academic year. 
She was very successful at Moravientown, and I feel certsin 
that she will meet with equal success in her new school.

we have carefully investigated Acoose's 
request to have his son discharged from the Round 
Lake Residential School. It appears that the boy 
is making reasonable progress at the school 
mentioned, as he has completed one grade each 
year, which is the average for any child. Reports 
thet we have received indicate that Acoose does 
not need his son to help him, as an older, married 
son is now living at home. Taking everything into 
consideration the Department feels that it is in 
the best interests of Earnest Acoose to remain at 
the Round Lake Residential School and we are not 

repared to grant his discharge at the present time.

ith reference to the telegram which the Department 
received from Reverend J.A. Card, Principal of the Round Lake 
Indian Residential School, and Army Message, File 661-10 (E.1), 
dated April 19th, 1949, to me in connection with truancy of 
the children in the Round Lake School, and Mr. Card's recommend- 
ation that they be expelled, I have discussed the matter with 
Indian Superintendent W.J.D. Kerley, and certainly the expulsion 
of two boys will not correct our troubles at this school. 


The story seems to be that an Indian of the Cowessess 
Band, John Stevenson, received permission from Mr. Card for 
his daughter to go home to the Cowessess Reserve for Easter. Upon 
hearing this, Herbert Sparvier, an Indian of the Kahkewistahaw 
Band, who had a boy, Crawford, 12 years old, and a younger boy, 
in the Round Lake School, made the request that he be permitted 
to take them home for Faster, and was refused. rawford Sparvier 
has been truant several times, and, fairly recently, was one of 
several boys who broke into the pantry at the school and stole 
extracts, which is the reason for lir. Card refusing to permit 
him to go home for Easter. Sparvier then took Crawford and his 
younger brother away from the school without permission of the 
Principal, following which Mr. Card apparently wired the 
Department, as he says, "to see where I stood". 


Mr. Card does not have proper control in his school, as 
is quite evident by the fact that some of the boys were able to 
break into fhe pantry and steal extracts. He makes little attempt 
to keep control most of the time, and on the rare casions when 
he does attempt control, he is not very successful. am certainly 
not in favour of expulsion of the Sparvier boys, and I am also 
not in favour of transferring them to the Brandon School, which 
has been suggested by Mr. Kerley. 


I have heard rumours that Mr. Card is slated for the 
Principalship of another Indian residential school when the Round 
Lake School folds up.. I hope the Department will not permit this, 
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as his management at the Round Lake School indicates that he is 
entirely unsuited to such work.

(21) months, dating from the last audit, March 2lst., 1936, 
to De ember 3lst., 1957. Although the entries for January 
and February had been made in sh Book, there were no 
totals and the Pass Book and id cheques were only available 
to December Slst., 1957. 


The Pass Book balar at that date was $1,032.51, 
with outstanding cheques of $597.52, and no cash on hand. The 
net balance of $454.99 agreed with Cash Book. 


All receipts are deposited and were compared to 
pass book credits. All cheque I xamined and compared to 
Cash Book entries and all vouch are attached to the paid 
cheques. These were compars bi est to Synoptic entries 
and appeared to be posted cor! 


Previous to Maz 357, there were two Bank 
accounts maintainec but sinc time the savings account has 
been discontinued and only th rrent account remains. The 
banking is done in the Imperial n Broadview, thirty-five 
miles away. 


A bank adjustment is made every month and the 
balance carried forward. 


Receipts and Expenditures. 


This statement was prepared from a recapitulation 
of the monthly totals from Synoptic. The total receipts for 
this period amounted to $50,646.27, with the per capita grant 
being $2x,940.95. The farm revenue was $6,156.92 and is made

candies, etce, kept at the School for that purpose in return for 
wood, fruit and some cash supplied by the Indians. 


The expenditures amounted to $50,211.28, which is 
$9,270.33 above the per capita grante The clothing costs of 
$3/154.77 is an increase of 11.58 per child, or nearly 100%, 
put should not be criticized. The food costs of $4,583.62 
at 44,92 per pupil does not include the beef, milk and butter

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supplied from the farm. The repairs and equipment of 
$1,278.92, is low for an old school of this size for a twenty- 
one month period and the sewing room and dormitories are in 
need of urgent repairs and equipment. 


The transportation costs of $1,449.59 include 
a new car, $550.00; gas and oil $360.00; freight $260.00; and 
train fares $126.50. The miscellaneous of $577.80 could 
be reduced by a more accurate budgeting of petty cash expenses 
into the correct columns of Synoptic. 


The farm expense of $6,947.80 is still very 
high, and includes expenses re fairs $1,150.00; feed $2,792.22; 
seed $361.74; combine $521.00; gas and oil $456.00; hardware 
and repairs $742.00; purchase of bull $400.00; and threshing 
$580.00. While the farm expense is very high this year, owing 
to the leck of feed, the Principal relies on the revenue from 
the farm to help finance the School, and has always shown a 
profit in the prize money at the Summer fairs. He reduced his 
herd by twenty-five last Fall and butchers an average of twenty- 
five head a year for the School's needs. 


The farming operations consist of 350 acres under 
cultivation and 480 acres in pasture. This year 40 acres 
wil be sown to wheat and the rest to oats and barley for feed. 
The livestock include 75 pure bred cattle; 15 horses; 6 hogs; 
and 75 poultry. A tractor is also used in the farming 
operations and Indians are employed for extra labour during the 
Sumner. 


The operation cost of $250.16 per child is very 
high, but is offset by the revenue from the farm and Store 
Sales as this cost was based on the actual expenditures as shown 
in Cash Book. 


The books and records were found to be in very 
good condition and overdraft charges were only $1.42 during 
the period. With prospects being excellent for a good crop and 
pasturage, the Principal should have no difficulty in showing a 
profit this year, but in continuel dry years a large herd of 
cattle becomes a definite liability. 


I wish to acknowledge the co-operation given by 
Mr. Ross during my audit and all records were made available.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


The following is a quotation from a report of 
the travelling auditor, Mr. T.G. /illis, with reference 
to his examination of the books and records of the 
Round Lake Indian residential school for the period 
January 1, 1938, to March 31, 1959: 


"The expenditures amounted to $16,200.27, and 

are shown in detail on Statement 2. 411 expenditures 
appear to be about normal, with the expenses of exhibiting 
the cattle at the several fairs being $732.22. Under 
arm and Garden, I have shown a refund to Church in the 
amount of $264.88, which the Principal calculates as ten 
percent of the actual farm revenue. I submit that there 
does not appear to be any valid reason why this refund 
should be made, and I advised the new Principal, Mr. 
juston, who is to take over in June, to discontinue this 
rocedure, and to retain the total farm revenue for the 
benefit of the School.” 


You will note his reference to a refund of $264.88. 
[ have not noticed any mention of similar payments in 
revious reports. However, there may be some very simple 
explanation of the matter and I should appreciate hearing 
from you. 


I might add that the financial statement shows 
payment from the Church to the school of 4599.25. I think 
you will agree that the best way to handle such details 
is to reduce the payment direct by the Church to the school 
and this will avoid the school making refunds to the Church.

The farming operations include 550 acres under 
cultivation, and the crop out-turn last Fall was 400 bushels 
or wheat and 9000 bushels of oats. The livestock consists 
ot 85 head of cattle, 11 horses, 3 pigs and 50 poultry. The 
Principal has sold about twenty head of cattle, and, with the 
present prices of milch cows being very good, he intends to 
dispose of about twenty-five head this Summer. 


The books and records were found to be in 
very good condition and up-to-date. 


With very little help from the Church, this 
School has been able to finance itself on its earnings, and, 
with close supervision of the farming operations and curtail- 
ment of the cattle herd to about fifty (50) head, there should 
be no difficulty in continuing in this manner.

Deer Mr. Hoey: , 


I have your letter of May 17th, in which 
you give a quotation from the Report of the travelling auditor 
relative to Round Lake Indian Residential School. I should like 
to raise the question of the relation of the auditors to the 
schools which are operated by the United Church, ond I should 
like to know by what authority any auditor gives instructions to 
any principal as to how he is to manege the effeirs of the school. 


Of course, you and I heve come into re- 
letion to this work quite recently, and it may be that I have not 
the situation quite clearly in mind, As I see it, we are operating 
these schools under an agreement entered into between the various 
Churches end the Department of Indian Affeirs in 1910. I have be- 
fore me a copy of the agreement - in blank of course, and I find 
that it was to be in effect from April lst, 1911, for a term of 
five years. I cannot find in the office eny information about 
its renewal or otherwise, You cen, however, advise me what changes 
have taken plece in this agreement. 


I find thet the Church entered into an 
agreement with the Superintendent General to do certain things 
which, in the main, can be stated as to support, maintain and 
educete in a manner satisfactory to the Superintendent a certain 
number of pupils. The agreement goes on to state the reguletions 
that govern the admission of the pupils. It saya that the school 
shell be conducted under such regulations as may from time to time 
be approved by the Superintendent General. The Church agrees to 
provide such sufficient number of teachers as may in the opinion of 
the Superintendent General be necessary for its satisfactory conduct. 
It agrees to provide teachers and officers ouslified to give the 
pupils religious instruction; to instruct in care of stock, farming, 
and a whole lot of other things that are leid dow in paragraph 9. 


The Church is also to supply the pupils of 
said school to the satisfaction of the Superintendent General with 
sufficient clothing, subsistence, ete. The Church undertakes to 
keep the pupils clean and free from vermin, and to keep ani maintain 
the school buildings in a sanitary condition; also to make certain 
réports on the school as may from time to time be required. 
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The Church is to permit the Superintendent General, 
or any person or persons named by him, to inspect the said school 
buildings and premises. 


That is practically the whole of the agreement from 
the side of the Church. 


The Superintendent General agrees to pay & certain rate 
per annum per pupil; the number of pupils so to be paid for not to 
exceed a certain number. The Superintendent General also agrees to 
provide the pupils of the said school with medicine, school books, 
etc. 


Now the position which we take is this: That the United 
Church having made a contract to educate @# certain number of children 
at Round Lake Residential School, for which the Government pays a 
certein sum, we are under no obligation to render to the Department 
of Indian Affairs an account of how the money is spent, and we are 
practically caning to the plece where we must ask the Department to 
confine the attention of its inspectors to their proper sphere - 
which is to discover whether the Church is living up to the agreement 
made to provide certain facilities for the education, moral and 
intellectual, of the children placed in its care. We are quite pre- 
pared to admit that the Department has the right to send in as many 
inspectors as it likes to see that the purpose for which the money is 
spent is realized; but the details of the method in which this is to 
be done, we cannot agree are subject to inspection or audit by the 
auditors of the Department. 


I think thet, if you will look into it, you will reelize 
that the position which we are taking has very much to support it. 
I think the alternative would be that, if we are to be subject to 
audit, etc., then we shall heve to take it that the agreement which 
has been made is null and void, The Department pays us a certain 
per capita allowance, and we are responsible for providing for the 
education of the children within that amount of money. If that is 
not enough, we have to supplement it. If the position which seems 
to be implied in the auditor's actions and orders were carried to 
its logical conclusion, then I think the Department would be respons- 
ible for any deficit in the operation of these schools. I do not 
think you can have it both ways. 


I wish you would look into this whole matter rather 
carefully. Some time ago I think a representation wes made and the 
Minister was to give & ruling. I do not know whether this has been 
done. I may say that if a ruling is given that the auditor has a 
right to give orders to the school principal, then we shell reserve 
to ourselves all the rights of protesting agsinst this ruling, and 
et the same time of drawing the attention of the Minister to the 
fact that a regulation which is made to apply to one or more in- 
stitutions must, of necessity, apply to all the institutions of all 
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the Churches that are operating these schools. I think I am 
quite within the mark in saying thet, at the present time, there 
are schools in connection with same of the Churches where the 
principal refuses to allow the auditor to heve anything to do 
with his books. 


If you like to take time to think this over and 
see under what agreement we operate, I shall be gled if you will 
let me know, because there is no particular hurry; and it may be 
that during the summer months, when the Department perhaps is not 
as busy es it is at some other times, there would be opportunity 
to make this study, and then you and I can discuss it some time 
in August.

Re: Government audit of Indian residential schools 


Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
26th ultimo in which you discuss very fully the attitude 
of the Board of Home Missions in respect to the Govern- 
ment audit of the Indian residential schools administered 
by the Board. 


You are no doubt aware that the present audit 
system was in force when I entered the Department about 
three years ago. No change whatever in the procedure 
followed has taken place in the interval. I shall be 
glad, however, to go into the matter rather carefully 
just as soon as the time at my disposal enables me to 
do s0. 


The Treasury officials inform me that about 
two years ago the Minister assured Parliament that in 
view of the substantial grants paid by the Government 
to residential schools a careful audit of these insti- 
tutions would be made by the Department from year to 
year. This does not mean, of course, that the auditor 
has the right to give instructions to any particular 
Principal with respect to the conduct of a school and 
I am inclined to agree with you that the Treasury 
auditors have not the right to issue such instructions. 


I feel sure you are in error when you state that 
there are Principals who refuse to allow the auditor to

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have anything to do with their books. All the 
residential schools in Canada, with the exception 
of one or two in the Northwest Territories, are 
regularly audited. There is no discrimination 
whatever in so far as the auditing of these insti- 
tutions is concerned. 


You might bring this matter to my attention 
during your next visit to Ottawa.

I beg to submit a report of an audit made at 
the above school on July 15th, 1943, covering the period 
of 9 months dating from October 1, 1942 to June 30, 1943. 


Bank Reconciliation (Statement #1) 


The pass book from the Bank of Montreal, 
Whitewood, gave a balance of $77.71 as at June 30, 1942. 
The outstanding cheques totalled $22.00, and there was 
$4.96 in cash on hand. The net balance of $60.67 agreed 
with the sash hook. 


411 paid cheques were examined and checked to 
the bash book entries. Vouchers were on file to cover the 
expenditures and these were compared with the synoptic 
entries. The allocation to synoptic was very good, with 
the exception of soaps and cleaners which were under 
"Miscellaneous". I transferred these to "House Equipment". 
All revenue is deposited and the principal pays small accounts 
from his petty cash fund, which is re-imbursed monthly by 
cheque. A petty cash book is kept and the items transferred 
to the cash book each month. 


Revenue and Expenditure (Statements #1 and #2) 


The revenue for the period amounted to $11,760.93, 
of which $8,599.05 was from the per capita grant as received 
from the Women's Missionary Society in Toronto, and $2,000.00 
from Church grants. 


Farm revenue totalled $876.88, of which $451.98 
was from the sale of hogs, and $415.00 from the sale of 
cattle. 


The nightwatchman grant amounted to $280.00 and 
there was also a $5.00 refund. 


The expenditures for the period amounted to 
11,207.61, at an average cost of $41.05 per day, which is 
2.24 lower than for the previous period. The cost of operation 
per pupil per year works out at $196.62 which is $20.72 lower. 


The cost of clothing was $10.93 per yeear-a 
decrease of $4.71 per pupil. However, a good part of the 
year's clothing was purchased during the latter part of the 
previous audit period. 


The food costs were $37.59 per pupil per year - 
an increase of 9 cents. . 
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The average attendance of pupils was 76 ~- an 
increase of 3.2 - a fact which aided in keeping the average 
costs down. 


Puel and light costs were at about double the 
monthly rate of the previous 42 month period, but are only 
slightly higher than for the fiscal year 1941-42. 


Buildings and Repair at $296.69 were quite low, 
while House Kovuipment at $388.62 shows a considerable reduc- 
tion. 


Fam costs totalled $1,166.70, and are down for 
the whole, and also any portion of the preceding period. It 
will be noted that no feed was purchased during the period. 
A milking-strain Shorthorn bull and heifer (with calf) were 
purchased for $400.00 during the period, as well as a team 
of driving horses for $150.00. The remaining $104.04 of the 
livestock purchases were for hogs, poultry and bees. 


Transportation costs at $411.75 show a large 
decrease. No school car is operated, but the school pays 
for the operation of the principal's private car. 


Extra labor at $169.42 was also down. 


Miscellaneous was kept quite low, and includes 
bank operating charges and interest on an overdraft. 


General 


The principal advised that the total acreage of 
the farm is ahout 2,000 acres, with ahout 300 being cultivated. 
No grain was sold during the period, but is fed to livestock. 
The livestock consists of approximately 75 head of cattle, of 
which about 14 are milking. The above are all purebred 
Holsteins with the exception of 5 Shorthorns. There are also 
11 horses, about 60 hogs and 175 poultry. 


The farm supplies the school with milk and 
butter, and most of the mat. The 1942 vegetable crop was 
very good, but because of inadequate storage facilities 
considerable losses were sustained. A new root cellar is 
under construction this summer. 


The principal also advised that there were no 
liabilities at June SOhh except for about $120.00 incurred 
during June. 


The books and records were in good condition 
and up to date, and are audited annually for the Church 
authorities. Mr. Huston co-operated fully during the audit.

I beg to submit the report of an audit made at the above school on 
August 15, 1944, covering the period of 12 months dating from July 1, 1943 to 
June 30, 1944. 


The principal was absent at the time of my visit, as he had to undergo 
an operation. However his daughter was kind enough to put the books at my 
disposal. All vouchers were available, but the paid cheques for the first 
six months of the period could not be located. 


Bank Reconcilietion 


The pass book from the nk of Montreal, Whitewood, showed a balance 
of $675.09 as at June 30, 1944, several outstanding cheques totalled $185.05 
and cash on hand amounted to 1.42, leaving a net balan which 
agreed with the cash book. 


All cheques available were checked to the cash book, and the cash book 
entries for the period for which there were no cheques, were checked to the 
pass book. Vouchers were on file to cover the expenditures, and these were 
compared with the synoptic entries. Allocation to the synoptic was good. All 
revenue was deposited and petty cash reimbursed by cheques drawn on the bank 
account. Cash expenditures were not large.

A total revenue of $16,680.51’ received during the year, of which 
¥11,614.50 was received from the Women's Missionary Society on account of the 
per capita grant. Church grants totelled $2,000.00, and the night watchman 
grant 280.00. Farm revenue amounted to $2,645.27, mostly from the sale of 
cattle. Revenue from other sources amounted to $140.54. 


The expenditures totalled $16,251.52 and are shown in greater detail 
in Statement #2. The following table shows the approximate yearly increase or 
decrease per each synoptic heading, as compared with the last period:

It will be noted that, in 7 out of the 10 headings, increases occur, 
with building costs and house equipment showing the largest increases. Farm 
costs were considerably lower, due chiefly to the lower livestock purchases. 
The Bank charges shown under "Miscellaneous"were for exchange on the Women's 
Missionary Society cheques, and two or three small overdraft charges. 


The cost of clothing was 31 per cent higher, and the per pupil cost 
of ¥14.57 was up by $5.64. YFood costs were up by 7.5 per cent, with the per 
pupil cost of $41.14 showing an increase of $3.55. 


The total yearly cost was higher by 9 per cent, and the cost of 


operation per pupil...cecccee 
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operation per pupil per year at $216.98 shows an increase of $20.36. ‘The 
pupilage shows a decrease of 1.1. pupils. 


General 


The books and records were in good condition and up to date to 
July Slst. However, as the July cheques could not be located, the cut-off 
was made as at Juns Wth. 


The farmer, Mr. Osborne, gave me the following information regarding 
farming operations: 


The farm consists of approximately 2,000 acres of which about 300 
are cultivated. The 1943 crop yielded about 700 bus. of wheat averaging 
55 bus. per acre; 7000 bus. of oats averaging 85 bus. per acre; and 750 bus. 
of barley averaging 40 bus. per acre. The 1944 crop is also good with harvest 
operations under way at the time of the audit. 


The livestock consists of approximately 70 head of cattle of which 
20 are milch cows; 7 sows, and 24 pigs; 10 horses; and 200 poultry. 

I was unable to obtain a list of staff members for the coming 
year. I was given to understand that the principal is being transferred to the 
Portage la Prairie Residential School. There were apparently several vacancies, 
including the principalship, but the total number of staff members will be about 
as shown on the last statement. 


I wish to acknowledge the co-operation of staff members during the 
audit.

Outstand- 
ing cheques amounted to $295.94, cash on hand $87.02, leaving a net balance of 
$1,238.20.

"A couple of years ago the Roman Catholics asked permission 
from the Government to build a boarding school on the Keeseekouse 
Reserve about four miles from the Acency. This permission was not 
granted, so they selected a spot,just off the reserve to the Fast, 
and started building. 

Now they have their building almost completed and with their 
usual persistence, they are going to worry the Government into giv- 


ing them a grant, andit will req ‘ire all that we can do to prevent 


it. If they get it opened it will be a decided injury to us. 


Quite recently the priest gave the Indians provisions to 
have a feast and a palaver that they might talk up the matter and 
urge upon the Government to give them a hoarding school. I have a 
report of that meeting and am told they counted 25 children they 
could put in the school to begin with. But of these 25 children 7 
are pupils of our school. One of these seven belongs to the Roman 
Catholics and if they had a school they would have a right to claim 
him. The other six are the chi ldren of one man, 4 hunting pagan 
Indian. He is not a Roman Catholic and we have helped him contin- 
yously in the matter of clothing for many years. But the Catholic 
school would be within about four miles of his home and would of 
course be more convenient for him when he wanted to seo his child- 
ren. At the meeting he, while acknowledging our kindness to him for 
go long and our good care of his clildren, expressed himself anxious 
to have his children that mach nearer home. If they can worry the 
Government into giving them a grant ,there is no doubt a strong ef- 
fort will be made to take this family from us. And that will only 
be the beginning of the trouble. We have in school children of ” 
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dians who have not joined sy Church and whose children were not 


baptized. Now the Priest is after these people and getting them to 
permit him to baptize those smaller ones of the same farily at 
home,so that he can claim them when they are grown old enough for 
school. 

Then too it is going to spoil the Indians having, the two 
schools so near. Both schools will want to get the children,and 
the Indians are cunning: enough to take advantage of that and grow 
very unreasonable. 

No doubt the Catholics are now after the Department, trying 
to get a sum placed in their estimates for next year, so that it 
would be well to take action at once if you think anything can be 
done to prevent the Government giving them a grant other than they 


have already for their day schools."

ed at this pdint, 

His Grace Archbishop Langevin again 
brought this matter to the attention of the De- 
partment in 1901 when the Minister approved of the 
action already taken by the Deputy Superintendent 
Beneral and durected that His Grace should be s0 in- 
formd and advised of the reasons as to why it was 
not considered expedient to ac thnereto,which 
was chiefly on the ground that there were not. enough 
children on the reserve to justify its establishment, 

Grace renewed his application on the 6th March 


1902 and on the 29th of that month he was informed 
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Aat the Department had not sufficient information 
to enable it to arrive at. a decision before the 

supplementary est imates would be submitted to Par 
liament,but that steps would be taken to officially 


enquire into the educational needs of these Indians. 


The Indian Commissioner,who was directed to make the 


necessary enquiries reported on the 30th ulto, that 
after consulting with Mr McKenzie,who has charge of 
the Pelly Agency,he is of opinion that the recog- 
nition of a boarding school at this place might be 
postponed for a year or two as the Agent informed 

him that not a few of the Indian children are dis- 
eased and could not pass the necess ary medical exam 
ination,there not being more than ten on the Re= 
serve sufficiently healthy to be taken into such a 
school. 

On the 4th instant the Commissioner was 
advised that the Department approved of his recommend- 
atiom that the recoggpition of this school be post- 
poned,. 

The Archbishop's statement that there are 
thirty children regularly going to school is not 
berne out by the Agent's report. The Roman Catholics 
have a day school on Keeseekouse reserve which is 
not well attended at present although some years 
ago it was in a prosperous conditiom. It is not the 
Department's fault that it has been allowed to rum 
dowm and I think that if the missionary was 4s 
anxious to keep up the day school as he is to obtain 
recognition for the boarding school ,much better re= 
sults would follow,

the boarding school system at the expense of the day 
school.The Indian in this district are chiefly 
hunters and their ch ildrem will have to follow the 
same pursuit,and as I have frequently pointed out 
life in a boarding school is not the best means of 
fitting them to foilow the chase. 

I am of opinion that Indian education 
should be adapted to the mode of life of the Indians 
They can obtain the rudiments of an EngJish edu» 
cation at day schools,which is all the nomadic 
Indians will ever require, Boarding schools are best 
suited to the needs of Indians who are likely to 
take up fa#fhing and follow the white mode of life, 
while Industrial schools should only be for such 
Indians as are likely to come into closer contact 
with the whites. 

The Department has knowledge that a budld- 
ing has been put up with tne intention of carrying on 
a boarding school,but no encouragement was ever held 
out to the Church authorities that they would be re- 
couped for tne puilding or furnished a grant for 


the maintenance of pupils. In fact they were not 


allowed to put up their building on the reserve. A 


protest was received from ReveDr. Baird, of the Pres= 
byterian Missionary Society against the recognition 
of this school,as a boarding school is comducted by 
that Society at Crowstand in this ne ighborhood, The 
only weight that could be attached to this protest 
was that there was no possible need of a second 
school there for the Roman Catholics. 

Limiting their request to 4 grant for ten 
pupils,as I take it for six years,is only another 
wag for inserting the thin edge of the wedge as past 


experience shows that if a4 school is once recignized 
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there is practically mo limit to further demands,

116, 751 I beg to refer to my report of the 28th 
of April last upon the proposal from the Church 
authorities to take over the St. Boniface School 
and to substitute therefor boarding schools. The 
proposal was to build three boarding schools, each 
to cost $11,174.27, and convey the same to the 
Government; the per capita grant now provided for 
the St. Boniface School to be divided among these 
three and the boarding school erected in the Pelly 
Agency near Keeseekouse's reserve. The suggested 
division was as follows:- The proposed school at 
Fort Alexander to be allowed 45 pupils, that at 
Sandy Bay 42, that at Fort Francis 40, and the 
school at Pelly 25. 

Not knowing whether tne proposal would be 
entertained, I reported after my visit to Pelly in 
favor of provision being made for paying a per 
capita grant to the School at Keeseekouse,. Provision 
was accordingly made in the draft estimates for 
fifteen pupils at $72.00 per capita, and a copy of 
my memorandum in the matter was attached, When in 
conference with the Minister on the estimates I 
learned that the proposal for the taking over of

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the St. Boniface School had been favorably entertaind 
and I then stated that as this proposal included the 
apportioning of a part of the St. Boniface grant to 
the new School at Keeseskouse, it would not be 
necessary to make a special provision in the 
estimates. The Minister agreed with this, and the 
amount was struck out. 

Father Magnan has toeday applied for 
payment on account of the pupils of the School at 
Keeseekouse out of the St. Boniface grant. The last 
return shows that there are 69 pupils at St.Boniface. 
100 pupils are provided for, There are therefore 
funds immediately available for paying for up to 


25 pupils at the new School, When at the Pelly 


Agency in the Fall I visited the School M found a 


number of children there well provided for, The 
building is a substantial and commodious one that 
can easily accommodate 25 pupils. I do not know 
whether that number has yet bean secured, but I do 
not think there will be any difficulty in securing 
the full attendance. 

I would therefore recommend that a per 
capita grant of $72,00 be allowed io the new School 
at Keeseekouse's out of the grant for the 
St. Boniface Industrial School, and that returns be 
sent to Father De Corby, the Principal, so that he 
can report the number of pupils in attendance for

the quarter beginning the lst of October, 
It is of course understood the St, 


Boniface grant will be lessened to the extent it 
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is thus deflected, and that the maximum number of 
pupils to be paid for will be proportionately

MEMORANDUM: 


For the Deputy Supt, General of I.A. 


The new Roman datholic Boarding School on the Keesee- 
kouse Reserve at Pelly figures in the agreement for the transfer 
of the St. Boniface Indhistrial school property. 

It is so far recognized that we are pledged to pay for 
25 pupils at $72 from the grant for the St. Boniface Indus, School. 
By admitting the Pelly g$chool into the organization of the Ste 
Boniface matter, we have virtually recognized it even though we did 
not agree that tne building should ketuaityY be erected. Tne only 
point for us now to decide is whether we are agreeable to beginning 
the grant at once instead of at a date when the remaining features 
of the agreement become operative. 

I take it that the Ass't. dommissioner's statement tiat 
there are 69 mipils now at St. Boniface is correct, although ifr. 
venson/f has not said so,, I mow that 100 pupits are provided for, 
and if the actual attendance is 69, there is a considerable surplus. 

I am as imich opposed as ever to recogizing tmfounded 
claims from denominations for new schools, but in the present insa~ 
tance we have virtually recognized the sehnool, and it might be con~ 
sidered a hardship if we were +o yefuse to assist it with a per 
capita grant now that it is in working order. 


The Ass't, Commissioner's report atates that the children 


wore well—provided for and that the building ig mibstantial lg ty 


commodious, Taking all the circumstances into consideration, I do 


not feel disposed to stand out against the paynenj//4f this grant.

I have your letter of the 14th instant, in 
which you state that the Department cannot recede from 
the stand taken on the application for payment of @ per 
capite grant to the Keeseekouse's Boarding School. 

I beg to submit that when I presented to the 
Minister the estimates for the Indian service in the 
West, there was & provision in the said estimates for & 
grant of $72.00 @ head for 15 pupils at this School. The 
Minister took no objection to the provision; put agreed 
with me that as this was one of the schools to participate 
jn St. Boniface grant, 4t would be better to strike the 
item out and pay the amount out of the unused portion of 
the St. Boniface grant ,as the agreement for the exchange 
of the St. Boniface proper ty for boarding schools and the 
division of the grant was approved, and the providing by 
Parliament, pending the formal transfer of properties, 
of a grant for the Keeseekouse's Boarding School might 
complicate the matter. 

You will see at 4 glance that to now debar the 
Keeseekouse's school from any aid until the three new 
poarding schools are campleted and transferred to the 
Government would be a great hardship and @ violation of

I am afraid if assistance is not 
given to Father De Corby he wilt be mable, to continue 
the school, to the great disadvantace of the Indians in 
that part of the Country, and that even if he succeeds 
in keeping it open he will be 60 crippled at the start

THe KeeseekousA Indian Boarding School is erected 


on proyerty owned by the Oblates Order, the main building 
is built of logs, apparently erected at three different 
times, having also two small frame extensions in the rear. 

The building is warmly constructed but has very low 
ceilings and provides accommodation for fifteen pupils 
only, while having floor accommodation for nearly three 
times that number, yet, owing to the nature of the. con- 
struction,the present building cannot be altered to acconm- 
modate a greater number economically. 

At the time of my inspection, the school authorities 
were very anxious to maintain the school and as the con- 
dition of their finances was such that they could not then 
erect a new building, this could only be done by utilizing 
the old building to its fullest extent for the requirenents 


which had no fixed standard for floor and air space, and 
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erecting a wing providing class-room, dormitories for boys, 
offices, principal's quarters, heating plant for entire 
puilding, voys' recreation-room, shower baths for boys and 
girls, and a large dining room. The old building Was 
divided so as to provide the other accommodation necessary, 
including a fully equipped 4solation infirmary, with nurse's 
room and ward for boys and girls with separate entrance 

from outside thereto. 

The new portion of the puilding is designed as a boys' 
wing for what will ultimately be a complete building, the 
old portion only remaining in use until it was possible 
to finish the balance of the new building required, as 
the present puilding is not expected to remain in condi- 
tion longer than five years at most. 

This method of extension is not, however, an economi- 
cal one if the puilding is to be erected and owned by the 
pepartment, as the adapting of the old building for scnool 
use is a temporary expedient only, and an entirely new 
puilding will prove MBxE gooMeMisaxr less expensive in 
cost of erection and makntenance. 

The plan of the puildings prepared and sent to the 
school authorities was of a preliminary character only 
as it appears that early in 1912 the Deiartment contemplated 
the establishing of an Indian day school in the vicinity 


of the Keeseekouse school on the Key's Band reserve which 
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4t was feared would interfere with the'chances of re- 


cruiting a sufficient number of pupils for this achool 
n4.te plans were sent to the Rev. Father Magnan, this 
was called to his attention; but so far as I have been 
able to determine no further information respecting this 
is on file. 
I would, therefore, recommend that providing a suffi- 

cient number of pupils can be recruited to establish and 
maintain this school, and it is decided to proceed with 


this as a departmental owned school that an entirely new

I have the honour to iniorm you that Father 
Ruelle left St PhillipS Mission for Winnipeg at the end 
of June and informed me personally that he did not know 
how long he would be away ana left ir Monaghan to teach 
during his absence, 

1 received a letter from Father Ruelle from 
Lebret dated 28th June where he had gone direct from 
Winnipeg stating that he might be back at any time, and 
again a letter dated end July saying he might reach 
Kamsack at any time. 

Father Ruelle also filled out the Decla atia 
of Head of Household and had it sworn to before a J.P 
during July, without stating that he war not returning 
to his duties here, 

I visited the School at St Philiips Gauring 
School hours while ir Monagnean was teaching and questione 
him as to his qualifications etc and b th he and Father 
Ruelle informed me that he had taught at St Phillips 
on a previous occasion during the absence of the regular 
teacher.

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In September I was at St Phillips during the visit of 
the Roman Catholic priest stationed at Kamsack, who is 
holding devine services weekly at St Phillips during the 
absence of the incumbent and at that time went into the 
matter with him and he informed me that he believed it 
was the intention of the Oblats De Marie Immaculate to 
discontinue the day school at that point, but in the mea 
time would I allow the School to remain open under Mr 
Monaghan, 

I informed him that 1 would take up the matte 
with the Indian Yepartment at Ottawa and in the mean time 
to continue the School. 

I took this course as 1 thought it better 
for the children to be attending Day School than to be 
running wild on the Reserve, 

Since the above mentioned conversatéon it 
has come to my notice that the Mission has disposed of 
all their Live stock and have closed up the buildings 
with the exception of the School, I now believe their 
farm is offered for sale, 

Owing to pressure of work I had not taken 
up this matter with with the Department as promised. 

In previous years the St Phillips cay 
School closes during the worst of the winter weather 
owing to the distance some of the children have to walk 
to attend School,and therefore do not close during the 
summer holidays. 

I would therefore suggest that Mr Monaghan 
be allowed to keep this School open until Christmas 
when it could be closed for the winter if no other 
teacher is to be appointed or until other arrangements 
can be made in the spring.

Boarding school, with You,who have a wide and long experience 


of the Indians all over the West.

T am enclosing herewith xqopmxock « letter 
which I received from the Provincial of the Oblate Order, 
in which he makes an arpeal to have the ft. Philip's Boarding 
Fchool, on the Keeseeekoonse Reserve in the Pelly Agency, re- 
opened. 

As you will notiée, the Provincial pointe 
out that there are 52 children in this Agency who ere not 
attending echool. This is a& situation which should not be. 
So long ae we carry out the present plan of having a Da; 
fohool on the Reeerve, we can only get those children who 
are inmediately surrounding the school to sttend. It would 
be impossible for thése children at any distance to take 
advantage of s Day School, No matter where it was situated 
on the Feserve there would always be those who wevld be toc 
far away. I have not the slightest doubt that the Churoh 
would be quite willing to reopen the School, and use the 
existing building for the time being; but sooner ocr later, 
the Department or the Church will be callied upon to erect 


suitable buildings to carry on the work, I feel quite 
+ 


satiefied that if the Church had to furnish the 
proper staff, the School would neve 6n closed, but 
now, from the Reverend Father's letter, would judge they 
are prepared to ¢o into the matter again and furnieh a proper 
etaff to carry on the work. Perhaps the Department would 

see fit to put an amount in the Estimates thie year for the 
purpose of erecting-«-school] to accomucdate from 50 to 60 
children; and if not to erect a school, place an amount for 
the nairnténance of 60 many children in the existing building.

The class is being carried on in the old boarding school 
pbuilding. The teacher is Mr. W. E. Monaghan, who ie paid 
a salary of $60.00 per month. Returns were received up to 
December 31st, last, showing an enrolment of 16 pupils 
with an average attendance of 10. I presume the echool 
is still in operation, @& we have no word to the contrary.

The future of the Keeseekouse Indian Day School 
has been discussed at some length by @ member of Father Beye' 
etaff of Winnipeg and thie Department. I refer you also to 
your file No. 510-14 and your communication of November 26th, 
last. In all probability, funde will not be found for the 
erection of the st. Fhillipe Boarding School, on thie reserve, 
in the next two or three yeare, and it hae been eugee eted 
that the Keeseekouse day school be enlarged in ite activity 
to semi-boarding school in type. We might call it an 
Improved Day School. The old buildings could be repaired 
for a few hundred dollare and made habitable for a staff of 
perhaps 3 Bietere and about 20 younger pupile. The Sietere 
could take charge of the house and carry on the teaching 
operations in con jynction with ; ipal or Mr. Monaghan 
who is the presentMincumbent at the dey school on the same 
property. 


The Department might make a liberal grant for 
galariee and for provieions (on the improved d@ay echool plan) 
and a nucleus for a future small boarding echool would be 
established. The aim in the interim b.vore @ building 
could be erected would be two classrooms, one for girle and 
one for boye - © total of 50 pupile, 20 of whom would be 
boarders. Squipment could be provided from either stores 
or from that which ie at present in le Pas. ‘ian. Thie last 
supply has been lately mentioned by you on your file No. 
205/15 (12th instant). 


If you believe that such & scheme ie worthy of our 
attention and would achieve reeulte, 1 would be pleased if 
you would inetruct Mr. Agent Bradbrook to give every ageiet- 
ance to a member of Father Beys' staff, who will visit 
Kameack, 1 believe the first week in May. Our repreeentative 
and the Rev. Father can give the Lepartment an idea ae to 
how much ie needed in the way of repairs and what equipment 
should be provided. 


Ae far ae the cause ie concerned, I agree vith you 
and the church repreeentativee that the Indian children are 
numeroue enough to warrant thie, and even a larger undertaking.

In view of this report I would, therefore, 
requést you to get in touth with Reverend Vather Perrault 
and an endeavour should be made to have the teacher take 
more interest in his work or arrangements made to secure 
another teacher, preferably one with provincial qualifi- 
cations. As soon as you have seen Father Perrault in re- 
tard to this matter, we will be pleased to hear what action 
will likely be taken. 


It is also noted from the Inspector's 
report that the attendance has not been satisfactory. 


The Department trusts that you will do 
everything possible to encourage the Indians to send 
their children to school recularly.

Father Perrault at St.Phillip's yesterday the 26th 
1 discussed the situation with him, 


Father Perrault explained that Mr.Inglott 
commenced teaching on the 25th September instead of the 
“nd October as Miss McLeish wished to leave and lr.Inglott 
had already arrived and was willing to commence duties 
on the <5Sth September instead of the end October, 


Mr.herrill inspected the School on the 28th 
ultimo,arriving about %.0U0 A.M. and as most of the 
children come a considerable distance there is not 
generally a very full attendance until about 10.00 A.M, 
especially ig bad weather, 


Rev Father Perrault aleo informed me that 
Mr.Inglott has had 84 years experience teaching Indian 
children,seven years at the Waterhen Reserve and 18 
monthe at the Blood Vein Neserve,both in Manitoba, 


With reference to the inspeetion made by 
ir.Merrill, I was not aware that this inspection had 
been made on the 28th ultimo until I made an inspection 
myself on the 12th inst and saw Mr.Merrille' name on 
the register. 


I knew of course that r.Iinglott was to 
ence his duties > 2nd October,but wished to 
give him time to set down before I visited him, 


I arrived about 11.00 A.M an found a good 
attendance,the teacher told the children stand uy 
on my entry and I told him to proceed with nis work as 
if 1 were sot present, 1 was there SU minutes ar then 
left to talk to Father Perrault. I told the Rev Father 
that Mr.Iinglott was without a collar and shoul be 
Cleaner about his person,otnerwise 1 mace no Comment,

He admits of the enlarging of certain 
chools but he states that before proceeding 
with that work it is a duty for the Department 
to build first, in places where children are en- 
tirely deprived of educational facilities, En- 
larging of schools come after in his opinion 
specially in the schools under his care. But the 
ef construction and reopening of St Philip should 
be the first consideration of the Department and 
he suggests that economy be practiced on some 
items and this would afford the necessary money 
for the work to ve done at St Philip. He even 
adds that the neglect in which the reserves a- 
round KamsaukKeeseckouse, Key and Valley River) 
are kept in regard to education is a dark spot 
for the Department. Commissioner Graham must 
nave sent to the Department a letter sent to 
him by Very Rev.¥r Beys on November 21st,1921 
and giving all detsils in the metter. If there 
is no copy of said letter on file at the Depart- 
nent I will be pleased to forward one at your 
request.

child to receive an education.The schools were going on and 
I am not aware that the cost of living has increased lately. 
Instead if the sane part of the population of Canada were 
acquainted with conditions in many reserves where all children 
are left in absolute material and mental neglect,a cry of pro- 
test would rise from one end of the Dominion to the other. 

I am very anxious that the little granted to us be executed 
as early as possible so as to have some possibility to gather

It has ben reported to me several times of late that it 
is the intention of the Government to build a rather expensive Indian 
Boarding School on the Kesekoose Reserve five miles north of the present 
Cote Improved Day School on the Cote Reserve. In connection with this 
I would like very respectfully to call your attention to the following 
conside~ations which may not have come under vour noticg;- 
I. There was a boarding school at or near the same location several 
years “g0, which was closed owing largely to a lack of sympa- 
thetic support from the Indians. Later a day school was started in the 
same buildings 


2. There are only about ten Roman Catholic families on this Reserve 
and in order to get any considerable number of pupils from 

the neighboring reserves an effort may be made to recruit from 

Protestant families. This would naturally lead to friction and 

aifficulties for Departmental officials. 


5S. If, as is stated it is the intention to craw a large number of 
the purils from other Reserves a hundred or more miles away, 
would it not be better to build the school nearer those Reserves 
from which most of the recruits would naturally come? 


4. The Cote Day School has been serving the educational needs of 
the great majority of the Cote Indians for the past ten years, but 
as you may readily suppose there are some who woulc like to be 

set free from the responsibility of caring for their children and these 
have been talking of petitiondnge the: Covernment to replace the 
the present Co‘: Day School with a boarding school, I do not 
think such action is necessary at the present time but the grounds for 
the request are as good as in the case of the proposed school’ on 
the Kesekoose Reserve. Put if that School is erected then the situation 
is changed and it may become very desirable from our point of view. 


You will see therefore the complications that this 

Troposed building would lead to and quite unnecessarily. The needs of 

the Kesekoose people could very well be served at a fraction of the 

expense bv the erection of a day school in a central position. Such 
a school could be so located that only one family would have more than 
two miles to come to school. 

In conclusion ,let me say ,that I write you 

in confidence that this matter will receive your careful consideration 
and that you will try to do what is best for all concerned,

You may inform him, however, that the De 
ment will not approve of the admission of 
children to this institution. shere parents insist on 
an education under Roman Catholic auspices and continue 
to do so and the Department is convinced of the bona fide 
of their wishes, their children may quite properly be 
considered Roman Catholies. The Department of Justice has 
so ruled. 


Mr. MoWhinney refers to the daughters of Joe 
Keshane. The information from the Indian agent was that 
Joe Keshane was pagan, although his wife was Protestant. 
After considerable correspondence and a delay of some 
months, to make sure that the father's wishes were bona 
fide, the children were admitted to the St. Philips 
School. You may forward the information concerning the 
Keshane children to Mr. MecWhinney.

Dear Sir,- 


I have your letter of the 13th stating that the 
Department has stated it will not approve of the admission of 
Protestant children to the St. Philips Schoo. I have delayed 
replying because lir. Rhodes had promised at my request to come 
over and see what children he could get to go to File Hills. He came 
last week and I spent a day with him taking him to those I thought 
might and should go to File Hills. I gave him every assistance but 
as far as I am now aware his visit did not get him any pupils. I was 
not with him the last forenoon and do not know what assurances he may 
have received but fear they did not amount to much. This corroberates 
what I have said previously that these people do not want to send 
their children away to a distant school. When they cannot find 
accommodation for them at Cote there is always the temptation to 
put them into St. Philips. 


Since writing you last I have discovered that a child 


| of Bob Cote's who has been cared for by her grandmother, Mrs. Jimmie 


Cote has been admitted to St. Philips. Her mother was protestant but 
is now dead. Her father is nominally a protestant and the grandmother 
is a member of our Church. The reason the grandmother placed her in 
that school was because she was unable to provide for her at home. 
This is @ clear case of a violation of the vepartment's regulation and 
I demand that she be taken out from St. Philips at once. I am told 
that she and her younger sister were both baptized before she was 
admitted but this was done merely to give the admission an appearance 
of legality. 


Our difficulties of this nature as well as the difficulty 
of getting pupils to go to File Hille would be much lessened if the 
Department could put some restraint on the recruiting activities of 
Father Brouillete and keep him from enticing these protestant children 
to his School. 


Since commencing this letter I have discovered that 
Allan Fiddler signed an application while Mr. Rhodes was here for one 
of his children to go to ile Hills School.

MEMORANDUM; - 


With reference to Indian Commissioner Graham's 
letter of the 26th ultimo, enclosing copy of letter re- 
ceived by him from Rev. W. McWhinney, it will be noted 
that the letter protests against the admission of 
Charlotte Cote to the St. Philips Indian Residential 
School. 


On File 117-3-10, there is an application for 
the admission of this girl to the St. Philips School, 
enclosed under cover of Agent MoeKenzie's letter of 
August 24th, 1929. The application form states that 
the father is living, the mother dead, and that the 
religion of the child is Roman Catholic. The application 
was signed by the father, Robert James Cote, and the 
admission was approved by Mr. Agent McKenzie. 
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The work in the senior classroom is super- 
vised by Sister 3t. Veronica. This Sister has only been 
in charge since the fall term opened, but I understand 
she is a qualified teacher and 1 would judge that she will 
obtain good results. The grades are as follows:- 

Grade I - 4 
11 

4 

- 6 

The children appeared to be well along in 
their grades and,when questioned, answered freely. 

The classroom was neat and tidy, as also 
were the children. 

The junior classroom is in charge of lfiss 
Samson and there are 25 children, all in the primary 
department. A number of these children have only been 
in the school ea few months, but are showing marked progress, 
and I would judge that Miss Samson will prove a successful 
teacher, 

The work in the sewing room, laundry and 
kitchen is supervised by the various Sisters, and the 
children undoubtedly are given the best of instruction. 

The building throughout was spotlessly 
clean, and the dormitories were all well aired. The 
battleship linoleum, which covers the tables in the 
children's dining room, curls up badly around the edge 


of the table. It is difficult to keep it from being 


broken,

broken. This could be remedied by using binding which can 
be purchased for this purpose. 

The following buildings have been erected 
during the Summer:- 

A large barn where cattle & horses can be housed. 
Implement Shed 

Granary 

Chicken House 

Pig Pen 

As everything is new at the school, the 
general upkeep should be very light for Some years. 

The Department supplied a number of 
Ayrshire cattle here last year, so that the school now 
has plenty of milk for its needs. 

On account of the extreme dry weather, 
it was impossible to get a lawn started this year in 
front of the school, but the Rev. Father Brouillet 
intends to have this work carried out next year. At 
present in front of the school the fence is built of 
three strands of barbed wire. ‘The appearance wuld be 
greatly improved if the school could be provided with 
a@ woven fence along the front and at each side in order 
to protect the ground where it is the intention to have 
the lawns. Cedar posts should also be provided for the 


erection of this fence.

I heve your letter of the 20th instant requesting 
an inerease in pupilage of the St. Philips Indian 
Residential School. 


In the last report we received, your school gave 
the size of dormitories as follows: 


Boys - 36 x 31$ x 10 - 32 beds 
Girls - 39 x 31g x 10 - 37 beds 
Small - 22x12x 10 - 7 beds 


The cuble capacity of the dormitories as computed 
from the above figures is 29,410 cu. ft. and the total 
number of beds aveilable is 76. 


Considering the cubic content, I may say that 
it is our desire that practically all residential schools 
have a cuble capacity in the dormitories of 500 cu. ft. for 
each child. When we allowed an enrolment of 70 at St. Philips 
School it was really larger than the cubic content of the 
dormitories warranted. Consequently I do not feel it is 
advisavle for you to take another 12 children as this will 
still further reduce the amount of air space for each pupil. 


With the above in mind, it is difficult for us 
to consider increasing the pupilage.

In addition to the requests for increased 
pupilage, which I brought to your attention ine 
memorandum this morning, the following request has 
reached the office this afternoon:- 


St. Philips Indian Residential Eehool - 
Pelly Indian Agency, Sask. 


This school has an authorized pupilage of 70, but 
their average attendance for the past four quarters 
has slways been over that number and for one quarter 
it was 78; in other words, the school management has 
been providing education and maintenance for several 
more children than the number for which grant is 
allowed. 


The Principal points out that it is absol- 
utely essential that the pupilage should be increased 
and requests that we allow grant ior an additional 
10 pupils, or 80 pupils in all. 


If this increase is granted, the extra 
expenditure for the fiscal year 1945-46 would be as 
follows:

She is a 
very fine woman and certainty did not spare herself 
trying to manage a very heavy school. liowever she shas 
been in poor health and latterly the children became very 
difficult for her to handle, infact they were almost out 
of hand entirely. in the appointment of a successor I 
think we should insist on a male teacher. as 1 do note 
think there would be a bit of use sending another woman 
teacher for this difficult school. There is «lso to be a oh 
change ay Key Day school, and here again I hope we can 
heve someone appointed that really knows something about 
teaching and the han@ling of Indian children. Nothing 
definite has been done about starting day schook at Valley 
River. We may have to use some of the new omkkakk catholic 
church for this purpose until we o n build a echool at a

I am returning herewith a letter

J. 0. Plourde, 0.M.I. 


I have again discussed the subject 
matter of this letter with the Superintendent of Welfare 
end Training, who, in response to my request prepared a 
memorandum which I am submitting for your consideration, 

It is our intention, as you know, to undertake a number of 
educational surveys in the prairie provinces end in north- 
ern British Columbia, with the object of discovering what 
type of school would be most suitable to meet the education- 
al needs of the Indien population in each district, It is 
not et all likely, however, that we will be in a position 
to undertake this work at any time in the immediate future. 
The official we have in mind for this tesk will require to 
become thoroughly acquainted with our educational policy 
before undertaking field work. In the meantime and part- 
iculerly in view of the provisions in the Family Allowance 
Act which compel children of school age to attend school 
before qualifying for allowances, the Superintendent of 
elfare and Training and I are disposed to think that sup- 
ernumerary grants might be authorized for Cariboo, Lejac, 
Sechelt, Squamish and Kamloops Indian Residential Schools, 
and that en increased pupilage of ten be allowed at St. 
Phillips. As a matter of fast, supernumerary crants will 
still fall short of the peyment we should make if we recog- 
nize this year's actual enrolment at these institutions.
